A PROCLA.MATION. 


Wiir.acxs a Convention between Iho Uni¬ 
ted Slates of America, and His Majesty the 
King of tho French, was concluded and sign¬ 
ed at Paris, on lire foiirlli day of July, in the 
year of our Lord, one thousand eight hundred 
and lliirly one; which Convention is word for 
word as follows: 

The United Slates of.^roerica and His Ma¬ 
jesty the King of the French, animated with 
unequal ilesire to adjust amicably, and in a 
manner eonforniablc lo equity, as well as lo 
tlin relations of good intelligence and sincere 
friendship which unite the two countries, the 
reclaniatinns I'arined by the respective Govern 
nients, Jiavc, for Ibis purpose, named for their 
plenipotentiaries, to wit, the President of tlic 
United States, liy and with lire advice and 
consent of the Senate, Willi.im C. Hives, En¬ 
voy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipolen 
liary of the said United States, near his Ma¬ 
jesty lire King of lire Fi-cnch, and His Mu 
jcsiy (lie King of the French, Count Horace 
Sebasliaiii, Lieutenant General of his Armies, 
Ills Minister -Secretary of Slate for the Depart¬ 
ment of Foreign Affairs, &c. &.c. wlio, after 
having exchanged their iiili powers, found in 
good and due form, have agreed upon the fol¬ 
lowing dVticIes: 

ARTICLE I. 

The French Government, in order to libe 
rate itself completely from all the reclamations 
preferred against it by the citizens of the Uni 
ted States, for unlawful seizures, captures, se 
quesirations, confiscations, or destructions of 
their vessels, cargoes, or other properly, en¬ 
gages lo pay a sura of twenty-five millions of 
francs lo the Government ofthe United States, 
who shall diftribute it among those entitled,in 
the manner and according to tho rules which 
it shall determine. 

ARTICLE II. 

The sum of twenty-five millions of francs, 
above stipulated, shall bo paid at Paris, in six 
annual instalments, of four millions one hun¬ 
dred and sixty-six thousand and si.xly-six 
francs sixty-six centimes each, into the liand 
of such person or persons as shall be author 
ized by the Government of tho United Slates 
lo receive it. 

'I’lie first instalment shall be paid at the ex 
piratiun of one year next following the ex 
change ofthe ratifications of this convention 
and the otliers at saccessive, intervals of a year 
one after another, till the whole shall he paid

Dy the packet ship Dover, Capt. Nye, which 
arrived at (his port at 11 o’clock list night, 
from Liverpool, we have received our files of 
London papers to the evening of Juno 19, tnd 
Liverpool papers to the SOili.

The London Courier contains advices from 
Paris to the ISih, giving (he intelligence of 
the arrest of M. de Chateaubriand, the Baron 
Hyde do Neuville, and (he Duke de Filz- 
james. The particulars of these arrests are 
given in (he extracts below. It is said tbst 
(he French Ministry, encouraged by the fa 
vorable demonstrations of public opinioa 
have resolved on a dissolution of the cham¬ 
ber of Deputies. It had been expected that 
tlic Ducheiis lie Dcri-i would be taken prisoo 
er in La Vendee, but (ho latest niiiior was 
(hat she hud made her escape.—Capt. Pepii 
of the National Guard, and had been acquit¬ 
ted. 

It is now stated that St. Jean d’Acre sgr 
rendered at discretion lo Ibrahim Pacha, on 
the ‘itith of April, and that a safe residence ii 
Egypt, with an annual income of 750 ,960 
piastres, has been assigned to (be governor of 
that fortress.
